HONEY LAKE AND THE VAL- 
LEY OF THE SUSAN. 


A Section of Country Which is 

Rapidly Coming to the Front— 

Its Greatand Varied Resources. 
Special Corres Oidenc > Gazette.) 


SUSANVILLE, June 14, 1888. 

Epirork GAzurr —One of the 
most promi-ing counties in the 
State of California is undoubte ly 
that which is designated on the 
maps as Lussen. Situated in the 
northwestern part of the Golden 
State and separated f-om the broad 
grain fields and prolifie orchards of 
the great Sacramento Basin be the 
snow-elad peaks and for-st-covere } 
slopes of the Sierra, it hs been 
hidden from the observant and die- 
cerning eye of the home-seeker and 
capitalist urtila very recent date, 
Up to the yesr 1887 but few ont~ide 
of tho-e residlug within its bounda- 
ries knew of its great and varted 
resources. Its inhabitants, pro-- 
perous ani happy, were contented 
with their lot, livel onlv for the 
present, driamt of the part, and 
had no thought of the future. The 
great tide of immigration which 
rolled over the continent from the 
Eust, passed over the Sierra, and 
attracted by glowing descriptions of 
the supnry clime of Soutkern Cali- 
fornia, flocked to that Mecea.of the 
one-lunged invalid and the real es- 
tate specula or, in blis-ful ignorance 
of the fact that within a day’s 
travel of Keno there existed aroun- 
try beri les which the much vaunted 
elimate and resources of Los An- 
geles or Sau Diego counties would 
sink into insignificance were the 


merits of both submitted to the 
“rucial test of intelligent compari- 
sou. Its area of 5 000 square miles 
eonsists of forest-ciud hills and 
mountains, coutaining inexhansti- 
ble stores of timber, while the in- 
tervening valleys are all susacepti- 
ble of the bighest stite of cultiva- 
tion were an intelligent use made 
of the water whi-b bountifully 
flows from a thousand canyons. 
But the awakening has come, the 
inhab tants have begun to realize 
the great future in store for their 
coubly, and it will not be many 
years before th:usands of immi- 
grants will found buppy homes on 
Lhe plains and v .ileys now covered 
by sagebrush and roamed by thou- 
sands upon thousands of cattle and 
Horses. With an assessment roll 
aggregating $3,000,000 in 1887, there 
are good reasons for b living that 
deſore the expiration of another 
Hecade it will be increased ten-fold. 


~ ITS FERTILE VALLEYS. 

A description of the many fertile 
valleys to be found within its 
boundaries would fill a volume, and 
iu this letter your correspondent 


will only briefly allude to the fa- 
mous Honey Lake valley and the 
beautiful and fertile va ley of the 
Susan river. Leaving Long val- 
ley, with its miles of sazebrosh 
covered aud to tue rear, and afier 
4 toilsome ascent to the summit, the 
traveler unexpectedly views Ho ey 
Lake valley. in whose veutre lies 
the now “dried up” — basin 
of te famous lake from 
which it de:ives its name, around 
which, and net unlike a picture 
frame, can be trece i the bond and 
fertile fields, prolific orehards, and 
imposing houses of  pro<«perous 
farm re, the whole admirably re- 
liev d by the heavy timber which 
covers the slopes of the mounrains 
which separate the valley “from 
the world aiid it- people.“ Iu every 
eanyou where water is fourm is to- 
cated a farm-hou-se, the broad acres 
of which extend from the pine-cov- 
ered mountains in the rear to the 
‘borders of the lake in frout. In 
common with the greater portion 
of the sagebrush cour try, the crop 
viel this year will not be us ubun- 
dant as in years past, although o 
a number of ruunches, where the 
water supply is uufailing, averaye 
crops will be harvested. Tue 
great lake, whose estimated area is 
320 square miles, is “as dry asa 
none,“ not a drop of water being 
een on its broad.expanse of ur- 
face. This is the secon! time witb- 
inthe memory of ve oldest inhav- 
itaut“ that the lake has vone dry, 
the first time being in 1859-60, when 
teains were driven across the basin 
from all points of the compass. 

In a “good” year there are no 
farms ou the Picific Coast which 
vill equal the yield, all things con- 
sidered,of the farms in Honey Lake 
valley. All the cereals yield abun- 
dunt crops, vegetables aud small 
fruits of all kinds flourish, aud the 
large frutts, such as apples, pears, 
plums, ete., bear the limbs of the 
trees to the ground, so large aud 
abuodant are their produce.

THE WATER QUESTION, 

Here, as elsewhere, the water 
question is the great theme for dir- 
veussion, In order to bring the rich 
land of the valley toa bigher state 
of prodjuctiveness water is needed, 
and is needel badly. The absence 
of a sufficient quantity of water for 
irrigation is sadly felt by many of 
the ravebers, and altbough there 


are many pr jects on foot to bring 
an ample supply from the many 
lakes which nestle in the mpun- 
tains in close proximity to the 
valley, it will probably be years 
before the plans, for various 
reasons, ure put into execution, A 
very important and unusual suit 
will, unless a compromise. is ef- 
fected,+oon be brought ty the firm- 
rs of the Tule Conutederavy agaiust 
the farmers of the Susa valley, 
and a- it will be stubbornly fought 
oy the latter, the litigation which 
+ill result will, in alt provability, 
ocuupy the attention of the court- 
for years to come. The suit, if 
pushed, will be brought to restraio 
the farmers of the valley of the 
zusau from using the waters of the 
river, a privilege which they have 
enjoyed for over thirty years, a 
riuht which has never before been 
questioned. Owing to the many 
i:rrigation ditehes pow in use but 
little of tie precious fluid reaches 
the farmers of tue Tule Confederacy, 
the result being that a great falling 
offin the hay crop is noticeable.
